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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that the combination of Long 
and Helms fails to disclose the limitation of sending signals in an even numbered carriers from a remote transceiver to a central office 
transceiver and of sending signals in an odd numbered carriers from a central office transceiver to a remote transceiver and further submits 
that Helms teaches away from the embodiment of DSL handshaking between the remote DSL transceiver and the central office transceiver 
of claim 1. Examiner however respectfully disagrees. Helms discloses that the central office and subscriber modems transmit frequencies 
may be interspersed and at the extreme, all odd multiplied carriers may be used in a downstream path from the central office and even 
multiplied carriers be used in the upstream path (or vise versa, column 5 lines 50-66). Examiner does not rely on any other teaching from 
Helms, but simply uses Helms to disclose the well known concept of transmitting signals from a central office to a remote subscriber and 
vice versa on even or odd numbered carriers. The Examiner further states that the use of even or odd numbered carriers is a network 
parameter due to the fact that the network may change how to transmit data between the central office and the remote station as seen from 
Helms (all odd multiplied carriers may be used in a downstream path from the central office and even multiplied carriers be used in the 
upstream path (or vise versa, thus indicating that how data is transmitted may be changed by the network). Thus the Examiner submits that 
the combination of Long and Helms discloses the limitation of claim 1.. 
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
